Joint Socialist Manifesto. 

London, May 13.— The three groups of 
English Socialists who divided their party 
years ago have re-united and to-day isBued 
a joint manifesto to the Soeialiata of the 
country. They appeal to their comrades to 
aink all individual differences and strike 
hands on the common pktform. Tho prin- 
cipal demand of the joint programme is for 
tho legal introduction of tiie eight-hour 
working day, tho prohibition of child labor, 
the maintenance by tho stato of tho neces- 
sitous children, tho same wagea for women 
aa for men where the same amount of work 
is done, the fixing of minimum wages for 
adult laborers in tho government unci muni- 
cipal services, the abolition of the t>ub- 
letting of contracts on public worka, pay- 
ment of all men in public Bervice, including 
members of Parliament, and really universal 
Buffrugo are alao demand. 

Itrlflsli Law Cost*. 

London, May 13.— The coat of tho Behr- 
ing Sea arbitration ia the subject of much 
speculation in tho parliamentary lobbies. 
It transpired to- day that Sir Charles Rus- 
sell and Sir Richard Webster, British coun- 
sel, received fees of £'2,000 each, with £100 
daily during the aitting of the court. The 
salaries of numeroua secretaries and clerks 
attuched to tho English Retiring Sea com- 
mission, and tho expenses incidental to the 
preparation of tho stenograph report, will 
swell tho whole bill to an enormous sum, 
quite out of proportion to tho interests of 
the country in tho enquiry. Thoao who 
have watched tho proceedings moat closely 
agree that tho American arrangements have 
been at loaat as satisfactory ua the English, 
while much more economical. 



Jacksonville, Ore., May 15. — Old Jen- 
nie, the last of the famous tribe of Rogue 
River Indians, died here thia morning after 
a protracted illnesa, aged G5 years. Old 
Jennio, anticipating her death, prepared 
with her own bunds, in the most costly and 
elaborate manner, her buriul robe, tho 
material of which ia of buckakin, hand- 
sewed, ornamented with many colored 
beads, seashell-, Indian money, beautiful 
transparent pebbles, etc., the whole 
weighing nearly fifty pounda. This 
death closes tho last act in the 
sad drama of a historic tribe than which 
no braver or more determined ever con- 
fronted und fell before the superior forces of 
civilization.

The Endorsation of the Geary Act 
Received With Satisfaction 
by Merchants. 



Where are the Funds to Come From 
to Carry Out Its Pro- 
visions ? 



JOHN L. SULLIVAN. 

Another Exhibition of Ills Inntite Brutality 
on n Hallway Train- 

BlDDEFORD, Maine, May 15. — A warrant 
for asBault and battery wna issued from tho 
Riddeford court thia inorniDg and given to 
a deputy sheriff to servo on John L. Sulli- 
van, who is in Bangor to-day and will he in 
Portland to-morrow. Tho assault was 
committed on tho Pullman train 
last night, on which Sullivan 
and lawyer Max. L Lisotte, of this city, 
were passengers. Lawyer Lisotte reached 
in front of tho ex-champion to shako hands 
with John Sheehan, a member of tho Sulli- 
van party, with whom Lisotte was acquaint- 
ed. As he did so Sullivan gave him a kiok 
in tho groin which sent tho lawyer across 
tho car. Lisotte ia a powerful man, though 
ho has only one arm, and ho rallied and wont 
at Sullivan, clinching him and turning him 
over a car seat. They were separated, but 
were hardly purled before another member 
of tho Sullivan party struck Lisotte in tho 
face, cutting his lip und making his nose 
bleed. Sullivan took advantage of tho situ- 
ation und chocked the lawyer, leaving his 
finger murka on his throat. They were 
finally separated. Lawyer Lisotte says ho 
shall have Sullivan bound over by tho Grand 
Jury, which goea into session to-morrow. 
He will be brought hero for trial. 



CHINESE IN PORTLAND. 

They Await Instructions From the Six Ci,m- 
panles— Over Fourteen Thousand 
in the District. 

PORTLAND, May 15. — Great eatiafaction is 
expressed here with the decision of the Su- 
preme court on tho Geary law. Tho Chinose 
have nothing to say, waiting for instruc- 
tions from the Chinese Six Companies. Re- 
garding their deportation, tho Federal offi- 
cers hero state thut nothiug can bo dono 
without instructions from Washington. 
There aro about 11, 000 Chinamen in this 
district, and less thun 1 ,000 have registered. 
There will be no riota or anti-Chineso doni- 



San FRANCISCO, May 15. — The decision 
of the United States Supreme court affirming 
tho constitutionality ot the Geary Act, haB 
been received with great satisfaction 
throughout the Pacific coast as indicated by 
dispitchea rectived from all sourcea thia 
ufternoon and thia evening. AmoDg tho 
Chinese in thia city the news spread 
like wild fire and in a very 
ehort time crowds of Chineao could 
be Been assembled on the different corners 
discussing the matter among themselves. 
Many merchants were visited und those 
who had complied with the law appeared to 
be very jubilant. Little red postera printed 
in Chinese characters were being distrib- 
uted throughout Chinatown, which in- 
formed the men who placed fait h in the six 
companies that they hud been beaten and 
thut the United States would be no longer 
trifled with. At the Chinese consul's reai- 
deuce, O.v Yumg Hing wua seen. He auid, 
after being questioned: "What can we 
do? Well, nothing that I can see, but obey 
the ruling of the Supreme court. 
We expected a contrary decision, 
of course, und naturally we are 
Burpriaed. One thing I will say : 
If thu law is carried into immediate 
effect, the farmers will Buffer, for they will 
never bo able to gather their crops. I don't 
think, however, that it will be carried out 
immediately, for the Government haa not 
the money to deport the Chinese." " How 
many Chinese ure affected!" waa asked. 
"About -10,000 on the Coast, and altogether, 
including those in the East, about. 00,000. " 
" So the Geary Act lias been declured con- 
stitutional. I um glad of it," was remarked 
by the collector of the port. " It is one 
thing, however, to prove un act constitu- 
tional, but it will be another to carry it into 
effect. Why, tho funds provided by Con- 
gress will be barely sufficient to meet cur- 
rent expenses, so where will the money 
come from that will have to be paid to 
deport the Chineao luborers? At the low- 
eat figures, it will average $75 a head to 
aeml the Chinese back. Say, there aro only 
80,000 of them to go. That will cost this 
Government $6,000,000, and there ia not a 
thousandth part of that sum available until 
Congress meets und provides funds ; there- 
fore, nothing can bo done. At any rate, 
no move towards enforcing tho law will bo 
made until wo receive word from Wash- 
ington." 

San Dieoo, May IS. — The effect of the 
news of the Supremo court's affirmation of 
tho constitutionality of the Geary law is 
varied in this city. Many uro surprised at 
the decision. General Coon, the Chinese 
registration officer, bus received no orders 
yet. The Chinese ate surprised and ugly, 
but non-committal. They will suy nothiug 
till they hear from the Six Companies.

A Port Townaend special aaya : When 
the revenue fleet saila for tho North, one of 
the boats will carry aa passengers four 
Aleutian Indians, who for the past six 
months have been charges upon tho county. 
Theae Indiana were brought hero from the 
RusBian couat on the bark Majestic, loat 
somo mouths since. Tho men were boat- 
men on the sealing schooner Geo. M. White, 
which wus overhauled nnd confiscated by 
the Russian Government years ugo, while 
scaling too near the dead lino established by 
the Government. After many ■ hardships 
they were turned loose und permitted to 
leave the Siberian shores, eventually reach- 
ing this port. To-day Commissioner Star- 
rett received instructions from tho depart 
ment at Washington City and will send the 
wanderers back to their homes. Tho Beai 
will carry them, aa that vessel will reach n 
point closer to their destination than any 
other of tho Hoot.

Color waa given to 
tho report by tho fact that, for tho first 
time aince Mr. James Gordon Bennett in- 
herited tho editorship and proprietorship of 
tho paper from his father, his name did not 
appeur at the head of the editorial pugo of 
the paper.

W. Muckay, tho California bonanza king, 
aud that as security Mr. Maokay hud taken 
a mortgage on the plant of tho Herald.

AN IMPRISONED DUCHESS. 

Something of Interest About the Widow of 
the Lute Duko of Sutherland. 

London, May 15. — Home Secretary As- 
quith has intimutod that tho Dowager 
Duchess of Sutherland, Bentoncod to six 
weeks' imprisonment by Presiding Justice 
Joune, of the court of probate, for burning 
a document which she had been permitted 
to Bee by order of tho court, will not have 
her sentence romitted by tho homo office, 
but will have to remain in jail tho full six 
weeks. If, it ia auid, tho contents of that 
ecrup of paper, which tho Duchess 
throw inlo the burning coala before tho eyes 
of tho uasomblod lawyers, were mado 
public, they would make the most tremend- 
ous sensation in tho history of modern 
English socioty. It is true, aa intimated by 
the judge when committing the duchess to 
jail, that the destruction of tho document 
waa deliberately planned by her. She 
risked much in resorting to the high-handed 
expedient to gain her object, but she would 
willingly have Buffered ten times the penalty 
rather than fail. She hus failed in elfect, 
however, for without her knowledge tho 
duke's pupers, including one Bho would have 
sacrificed almost life itself to keep from 
mortal eyes, had been previously examined 
by certain lawyers. The contents are 
known even to tho duchess' opponents in 
the contest of the duke's will. 

Tho paper wus a statement signed by the 
Duchess before her marriage to tho Duke, 
setting forth what she knew about the 
death of hur first husband, Lieut. Blair. 
Mrs. Blair mado tho acquaintance of tho 
Duke of Sutherland whilo the first DiicheaB 
and her own husband were living. She waa 
fur aomo time a gueat in tho Duke's house- 
hold, Sho wua thero u part of the time 
during tho intcrvul of leas thun four mouths 
after the death of the Duchess and before 
her marriage to the Duko in America. Ono 
day tho deud body of her husband, Lieut. 
Blair, wa8 found in the Duke's grounds. Ho

day morning tho Conference Love Feast 
was held in tho Central church lecture 
room, and i\a the heroeB of the work of God 
told of their trials and triumphs, tin hi arte ' 
of those who heard them wore caused to 
glow with sympathy and gratitude to God. 

At II o'clock Rev. Dr. Carman preached 
an able sermon, and the President and Gen- 
eral Superintendent conducted the ordina- 
tion Bervice, when Rova. G. H. Mcrden, J. 
C. Spencer and W. D. Misener wero solemnly 
set opart for tho work of the ministry of 
the Methodist church. 

In the evening Rev. Dr. George preached, 
taking for his subject " The Bible." The 
aacrament of the Lorda Supper waa con 
ducted by President Hall. 

The conference opened in usual form this 
morning, President Hall in the chair. 

The Temperance committee presented 
their report, which was as follows : " Your 
committee has not received any special 
communications upon which to report, but 
muy suy that, while we recognize the exist- 
ing evils of intemperance, which aro no le8B 
than in former years, we rejoico in the 
steady growth of temperance organizations 
and the increuBing interest in tho public 
mind, As a church we have sustained our 
record of uncompromising hostility to the 
liquor traffic, believing it to bo the greatest 
power in tho land in opposing moral and 
religious advancement. We uro glad to see 
increased interest in juvenile temperance 
work, and urge our ministers to help it. 
Wo would express our hearty approval of 
tho action of certain members of Parliament 
in securing an amendment to tho Municipal 
Act referring to aocial clubs. Wo find a 
growing interest in the question of prohibi- 
tion clubs, und would urge both minioten; 
and people to secure at as early 
a dato aa poaaiblo a voto of tho 
people on tho question. We fear 
the uction of tho Bombay decennial Mis- 
sionary Conferenco, in failing to condemn 
the Government in encouraging intemper- 
ance and the traffic iu opium is likely to 
give a false impression in tho eycs.of the 
world. We desire, thereforo, to place on 
record our disapproval of these offences and 
our determination to do all in our power to 
drivo them from our land." 

Principal Whittington presented the re- 
port of tho college board of trustees. He 
also outlined tho estimated cost und in- 
come for next year. Tho college terms 
for next yeur will include forty weeks uc- 
tual etudy. Tho charges for bnurd and 
tuition will be slightly advanced to meat 
the increased time given in tho session.

So also was that of the 
academic course 

The board of directors waa appointed as 
recommended. 

Tho recommendation of the committee 
that Rov. J. H. Whito bo appointed colloge 
aeerotary to give all Jiia timo to tho work of 
tho collcgo, wus carried. 

Tho power of appointing professors and 
other ollicora was delegated to the board of 
directors.

Tho bank has a branch 
in Sydney, N. S. W., and also in various 
othor places in Austrulia.

INFANTA EULALIA. 

Possibility That She May Not Visit tho 
.World's Fair— Questions of Etiquette 
and Health. 

New York, May 14 — An evening paper 
says : So many complications having arisen 
over the approaching visit of Her Royal 
Higness, Infanta Eulalia of Spain, tho 
various committees having charge of tho 
affair, after a slight and dignified friction 
between tho Clrculo Colon Cervantes and 
tho society ladies that wantod to manuge a 
hall in her honor, havo settled the trouble 
by placing the arrangements in the hands 
of the society, with tho ladies us patron- 
esses. - The committeemen breathed freer 
and thought all the trouble was over. 
Then they engaged regal quarters for Her 
Royal Highness at the Hotel Waldorf, 
but the Infanta has thrown an eti- 
quette bombshell into the camp of the 
committeemen, and it is learned from an 
authentic source that sho sent word 
that sho will not stop ut the Hotel 
Waldorf and occupy the rooms formerly 
occupied by one of her subjects. Iu fact, 
she refuses to be quartored in the same 
hotel, much le-s occupy tho rooms va- 
cated by tho Duke of Veragua. Tho mem- 
bers of the committee are in a quandary 
now to know where to got suitable accom- 
modations. 

Washington Citv, May 14. — There is a 

possibility that the Iufauta will not visit 
tho United States and attend the Woi Id's 
Columbian exposition. The matter was the 
subject of conference between Secretary of 
Stale Gresham and Seuor Muruugua, the 
Spanish Minister. Tho latter stated that 
he had called in consequence of the publi- 
cation of a telegram from Madrid intimat- 
ing that tho Princess woulel abandon her 
trip to tho Uniteel StateB, and he ventured 
the suggestion that until nnre definite in- 
formation is received, none of the arrange- 
ments made for her reception and enter- 
tainment bo changed or given up.

Uncommonly Light Docket , of Unim- 
portant Gasps— Parriah Not 
Present, 



Roberts Sentenced to Two Years' Im- 
prisonment—The Seatons Found 
Not Guilty. 

The Victoria Spring Assizes opened yes- 
terday morning at the Court house, His 
Lordahip the Uhiof Justice presiding. Mr. 
A. G. Smith, deputy attorney-general, ap- 
peired for the Crown. 

The following gentlemen composed the 
grand jury : Edward White (foreman), J. 
Burns, Aid. J. lUker, Geo. Bishop, J. M. 
Cowper, Robt, lStskine, T. S. Futcher, 
Andrew Gray, Aid. A. Henderson, J. J. 
Howling, J. B. Lovoll, K. Pearson, L. 
Stemler, Aid. Styles, John Turner, R. 
Wilson, Major Wilson and H. M. Tales. 

His Lordship, in charging the grand jury, 
brielly explained the natuio of the olieuces 
they would have to deal with. The Court 
was then adjourned for one hour to await 
the result ot their deliberations. 

At 1 o'clock the grand jury returned 
bringing in truu hills as follows : 

Regina v. Roberts— Obtaining money 
under false pretences. 

Regina v. R iberts— Forgery. 

Regiua v. ParriBh — Obtaining money 
under false pretences. 

In the interval two moro indictments were 
placed in the hands of the Court, and were 
then given by Hib Lordship to the grand 
jury. They afterwards returned true bills 
in the cases of Regina v. Charlie Ah Sing, 
perjury; and Reg. v. Henry and Arthur 
Seaton, removing goods held under seizure. 

Regina vs. Punish.— The defendant, H. 
E. Par rich, was charged on two counts with 
obtaining money under false pretences. He 
had been in jail until last week, when ho 
waa released on bail, himself in §51)0 and 
two sureties, H. Saunders and James A 
Mitchell, in $2M each. The accused did not 
appear to answer to the charge, and 
the bail was therefore escheated and a bench 
warrant issued for his arrest. Parriah is 
Bupposed to have left the eity on Saturday 
evening and gone to the United States. 

Regina vs. Roberta. — The prisoner waa 
charged on two counts, with receiving money 
under false preu ncea and forgery. Mr. E. 
E. Wootton, of MuPhillips, Wootton & Bar 
nard, appeared for the defence. The chief 
evidence from the prosecution was that of 
Frank Loonard, who, last February, was ill 
in the hospital, and while there trusted 
the prisoner, whom he had befriended, to do 
certain business for him. He had raised 
money on a promissory note, endorsed 
fraudulently " Without recourse, F. Leon- 
ard," and had applied this money to hia 
own uses. Since his prosecution the pris- 
oner had repaid the money thus fraudulently 
obtained. For the defence, a Mr. Furnival 
deposed to the good character of the prison- 
er. The jury, after a few minutes' deliber- 
ation, returned a verdict of guilty, with a 
recommendation to mercy. His Lordship 
aentoucad the prisoner to the minimum 
term, two years. 

Regina v. Henry F. Seaton and Arthur 
Seaton — Removing goods under seizure by 
the bailiff under a diatresa warrant. Mr. 
Liudley Crease appeared for the defence. 

Mr. Smith, in opening the caso for the 
Crown, reviewed the circumstances under 
which the charge had been laid. The elder 
prisoner, Henry F. Seaton, had been tenant 
of a Certain farm nn James Island, and the 
rent not being paid, a distress warrant was 
issued and the property was seized. While 
the chattels were under seizure, the boat, 
sewing machine, etc., were taken away. 

The first witness culled waa Robt. C 
Ward, who deposed to having received a 
warrant of distress from Mr. R. T. Wil- 
liams, copy of whieh warrant was produced. 
Went to Jatnes Island on 127th April, and 
after waiting for Mr. \\ illiams and Mr. 
Seaton, sr. to come to terms, read formal 
demand for rent, The amount demanded 
waa not paid and witness then served copy 
of warrant and ueizod the poods, commenc- 
ing to make the inventory at tho house. 
Along with articles seized were one bout, 
sewing machine, Winchester rillo and shot 
gun. They were missing at the time of the 
sale, and somo of these witnesa had seen 
carried off by defendants. 

R. T. Williams deposed that he owned 
property on James Island, Crown Grant, of 
which ho produced. There had been no 
leiee between himself and prisoner, but the 
latter's occupancy had been in accordance 
with the terms ot a draft lease which, how- 
ever, hail not been executed. In 1890, 
prisoner had paid $48 on account of rent. 

To Mr. Crease : There waa §490 rent and 
taxes due at the time the seizure was made. 

His Lordship reserved a case for the 
" Crown ouuen reserved " on the question of 
the sdmisaability of certain evidence. 

After remarks by Mr. Smith, Mr. Crease 
addressed the jury, asking for the acquittal 
of the pi isoners, on the ground that this 
was not a lawful seizure, the landlord hav- 
ing no right, to distrain for taxes. 

His Lordship held that tho question 
would have to he decided on three counts. 
(1). Waa there any rent, due ? ('_'). Did the 
landlord appoint a bailiff to distress? (.'!). 
Did the prisoners take away any of the 
gooda thus seiz -d ? To the lirst two ques- 
tions there could he but one answer — yes. 
The third one, it was for the jury to find 
out. The jury retired ut 10 o'clock p. m., 
and after a few momenta deliberation, re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty. 

The court ordered that Mr. SeHon pay 
all rent due or immediately vacate the 
premises. 

The court then adjourned until 1 1 o'clock 
this morning. 

DIVISIONAL COURT, 

(Beforo Crease. Walkem and Drako. J.J.) 

JtJDGMKNT. 

May 15, 1893. 
In the matter of a proposed action be- 
tween Tai Yune Co., v. Blum and others. 
This is an appeal from an order made by the 
learned Chief Justice, dismissing an appli- 
cation by tho plaintiffs for leave to issue 
concurrent vvi ils against all the defendants, 
and serve notice thereof on two of them, 
who are citizens and residents of the United 
States — the third defendant being within 
the jurisdiction. The appeal is brought un- 
der R. II of O. LVIII, (No. (ISO) which is 
us follows : "Where an ex parti application 
has been refused by tho court below, an 
application for a similar purpose may 
be made ex parte to tho Full court, if 
sitting, or to the next Divisional court." 
This rule can only bo applied in this court 
to matters within its jurisdiction; and that 
jurisdiction is limited by section 60 of our 
Supremo Court Act to a jurisdiction — con- 
current with that of the Full Court — "in 
interlocutory matters, including the grant- 
ing of new trials." The application before 
us ia clearly not an "interlocutory matter." 
It ia nut a proceeding in, but is one antece- 
dent to an action— not one hotween writ 
and judgmont, or after judgment, as in 



Smith v. Cowley, 6 Q B. D. ; and hence it 
ia intituled " in the matter of a proposed 
action." There ia a wide distinction be- 
tween procedure and jurisdiction, na 
pointed out by the House of L>rds in the 
well known esse of Attorney General v. 
Sillem (10 L. R. H. L., 701). Our Rules of 
Court are framed for the purpose of curry- 
ing out the Supreme Court Act, and cannot 
override or extend its enactments (i)er 
Brett, L J., in Longman v. East, at p. 156, 
3, C. P. D ) A jurisdiction, wherher origi- 
nal or appellate, must bo conferred by the 
Logialaturo. (Cooking v. Anderson, 32 L. 
J. Chy., 427, and A." G. v. Sillem, supra) 
The distinction between proceedings in an 
action and " in a matter not being an ac- 
tion " is well understood and is recognized 
in tho rule which immediately precedes the 
one under discussion. It has been suggested 
that we might deal with the application as 
one of first instance, and an having concur- 
rent jurisdiction with the learned Chief 
Justice in that respect; hut apart from 
other reasons, which are clearly against 
such a course, it is sufficient to say that 
whether the application be by way of appeal 
or of first instance, the want of jurisdiction 
precludes us from dealing with the matter 
at all, as it is not of an interlocutory char- 
acter. We can therefore make no order 
" in the matter of the proposed action."

B. C. Bishops Appointed-Bishop Wiirger unit 
Father Corrigun. 

Rome, May 14. — The Pope has fonfirmed 
the appointment of Monsignor John J. 
Kain, of Wheeling, W. Va., as coadjutor to 
Archbishop Kendrick, of St. Louis. 

Baltimore, May 14.— Cardinal Gibbons 
has received a cablo from Rome announcing 
tho erection of the dioceso of Dubuque, Ia., 
to an archbishopric see, with Rt. Rev. John 
Hennesay, the present bishop, as the first 
urchbiahop; also the translation of Bishop 
Burke, of Cheyenne, to St. Joseph, Mo. 

New Youk, May 14 —Monsignor Satolli, 
the Papal delegate, and party, arrived in 
Jersey City yesterday afternoon from Wash- 
ington City. Tho four clericals were 
driven to the Passionist monastery, where 
Monsignor Satolli spent the evening and to- 
day. The arrival of Mgr. Satolli at 
Hoboken waa eagerly awaited by church- 
men. Tho settlement by tho apostolic 
delegate of a hitter controversy be- 
tween Bishop Wigger, of the dioceso of 
Newark, and Father Corrigan, of tin: Church 
of Our Lady of Giace, in favor of the latter, 
and tho subsiquent refusal of the bishop to 
attend a dinner to bo given to-morrow by 
Father Corrigan in honor of Monsignor 
Satolli, and the possibility ot a reconcilia- 
tion or, as is more probable, a wider breach 
between tho bishop and priest, made the 
visit of the delegate a matter of unusual in- 
terest to Rom in Catholics. It waa stated 
by a priest who is closely associated with 
both Bishop Wigger and Father Corrigan 
that Monsignor Satolli would try to effect a 
full reconciliation between the prelate and 
priest during bis present visit. 



The Two Pioneers. 

Many and various are the souvenir photo- 
graphs which have been copyrighted, com- 
memorative of the Columbian celebra- 
tion, the grandest celebration the 
world has ever known. Prominent 
among these stands the photo of the Duko 
of Veragua by Moreno. As the Duke, now 
at Chicago, has been fitly chosen as the 
special guest of the American nation during 
the Columbian festivites, on account of his 
being theoi.lv surviving lineal decendantof 
Christopher Columbus, it is altogether prob- 
uble that hia photo will have an immense 
sale. But the caravel, Santa Maria, a re- 
production of the famous flagship of tho 
little squadron which carried the illustrious 
discoverer across the Atlantic to America 
in 1402, will, without doubt, excite special 
interest in the posmopoli tian throng which 
will visit the Windy City during tho next 
six months. This ship was built at the ex- 
pense of the Spanish Government, from 
drawings made by Juan de la Cosa, who was 
a pilot on the Santa Maria four centuries 
ugo. It is expected that this little 
craft, which is of 200 tons displace- 
ment and 1') feet in length, will 
arrive at Chicago within a couple of 
months, having successfully crossed the 
Atlantic to New York, where she now lies. 
By the mans of people who are unable to 
attend the World's Fair will an authentic 
picture of this historic il craft be welcomed, 
especially by British Columbians, when 
they learn that associated with it ia a photo 
of the Pacific pioneer steamer Beaver, which, 
strange to say, was built just -100 years 
after Columbus was born, and actually 
went to piecis on tho Pacific Couat of 
America 400 ycura after Columbus landed 
on the Atlantic coast. This combination 
photograph, which will soon be placed on 
the marker, is sure to be met with public 
favor and be gladly received by every one 
who may obtain a copy. The publication 
of this photograph is another indication 
that our province is keeping pace with the 
times, and baa produced an anniversary 
souvenir which, for completeness, ia not 
likely to be surpassed.

THAT AFTERTHOUGHT. 

Sir Charles Russell was undoubtedly 
rit»lit when lie contended that tho seizures 
of British ships in Behring Sea wero made 
eu tho ground that tho whole of Biliriu^ 
80a wus United States territory. When 
tlioso soizurea were made no one had heard 
a word about tho American claim to pro- 
perty in tho seals. That was an after- 
thought which was not expressed until long 
after tho vessels were seized and condemned. 
Those who justified the eoizures at the time, 
held that Behring Sea was a closed sea, and 
that the United States had sovereignty 
over its waters eaBt of a cortain lino that 
divided tho American section of the sea 
from that owned by the Russians. It was 
contended by statesmen, journalists and 
others who took an interest in tho matter, 
that the United States bought the right of 
jurisdiction over tho waters of Behring Sen 
when it purchased Alaska, and that the Bea 
was as much the property of the American 
tiovernmeut aa was the land of tho Alaskan 
territory. Thereply to that contention, which 
was made over and over again, was, how 
e >uld the Americans claim that they pur- 
chased tho sovereignity over Behring 
So 1 fr< m Russiu when they them- 
selves hud denied that the Russians ever 
U ul a right to exercise territorial jurisdic- 
tion over any part of Behring Sea outside 
the three-mile limit? Those on this 
Coast who have any interest in tho seal in- 
dustry are familiar with tho whole contro- 
versy. It will be remembered that when 
the claim to ownership in tho seals was 
afterwards made, everyone wondered at its 
impudence and unreuaonableness. It was 
recognized aa a new and, at that lime, an 
unheard of claim. Tho American counsel 
before the Arbitrators must greatly pre- 
sumo on the ignorance of thoso who have 
charge of tho British case, when they try to 
make the Aibitratora believe that the 
Americans, when tho British vessels wero 
seized, dreamed of claiming tho ownership 
of tae seals. 



VAIN RtORBT. 



The News- Advertiser is greatly exercised 
over the matter of redistribution. It cannot 
lee tho subject alouo for even a Bhort time, 
ft is evidently dissatisfied with what it lias 
done to disquiet tho public mind, and fears 
that, after all, when tho people have had 
time to think over the matter, they will ace 
that the Government have pursued tho 
phin, straightforward, common - sense 
course. It, consequently, prejudges them 
and does what it can to put its readers in 
audi a franio of mind that they will be dis- 
satisfied with any action which the Gov- 
ernment may take. In its issue of the 14th 
it says : " It ia to bo regretted that tho 
question of redistribution of tho parlia- 
mentary representation appoara likely to 
bo doalt with by tho Government in a man- 
ner which will not bo satisfactory to any 
one who desires that thoro would be a 
fair and equitable meusure." 

Thoso who have observed tho courao 
which the News-Advertiser has pursued 
siuco tho close of the aossion, will be 
able to form a pretty fair opinion of 
the sincerity of tho regret it expresses. 
They can hardly help coming to tho conclu- 
sion that the Newa-Advertiscr and its 
inspirors would be greatly disappointed if 
tho Government's redistribution measure 
should, after oil, prove satisfactory to the 
majority of the inhabitants of tho Province. 
It does not require a person of very keen 
discernment to sou that they moot ardently 
desiro and most earnestly hope that the 
Government, when they get tho information 
which they nro now seeking, will frame a 
moasuro so manifestly unjust to tho Main- 



land that it will rouse the indignation of 
nearly tho whole of its inhabitants. 

No matter what the measure will be like, 
it will not ba tho Advertiser's fault if it is 
not rejected by ull over whom it has had 
any ii fluence. There i» no usa in our con- 
temporary's being hypocritical about the 
matter. Everyono who has eyes to see 
knows exactly where it stands, and what 
course it ia bound to pursue — unless Borno- 
thing happons which is by no means likely 
to huppen. But our contemporary muy 
spare its regrets and may ceuso to be solicit- 
ous aa to tho course which the Government 
will pursue. 

Tho object of the Administration is to 
give the Province tho fairest possible redis- 
tribution measure. To enublo them to do 
this, no labor will bo spared, livery avail- 
able means will bo used, to enable them to 
arrivo at dt finite and reliable conclusions 
with respect to the population of the Pro- 
vince. They will not bo mtisfied until 
what is now uncurtain and doubtful will bo 
made certain and beyond question, by 
sensible mid intelligent men. They have 
entered upon the work vigorously and hope- 
fully, and they will continue to prosecute it 
until they are satisfied with the result of 
their investigations. The Redistribution 
Bill which they will then submit to the re- 
presentatives of the people, will bo based 
upon reliable information and sound prin- 
ciples ; it will be fair to both sections of the 
Province, and will, wo have no doubt, be 
approved by ull fair-minded and well-in 
iormed men within its bounds. 



A PARLIAMENTARY STRUGGLE. 

There is trouble in Scandinavia. There are 
differences between Norway and Sweden 
which are apparently irrtcoucilable. These 
two countries aro joined, but not united. 
They have the same, king, but in almost 
everylhiug else they ure divided. Euch haB 
its own parliament and each its own nt» 
tional policy, and the political ideas of the 
inhabitants are widely different, Tho 
Swedes aro uristrocaiio and conservative, 
while the Norwegians are radical and demo 
oratio. It can easily be understood why 
pooplca differing ao greatly in their political 
ideas and principles do not get along very 
well together. It will never be difficult for 
them to find something to quarrel about, 
and it might bo expected that their dis 
agreements would not be easy of settlement 
Tho bone of contention between Norway 
and Sweden just now is tho power to ap 
point consuls, Sweden hub taken upon her 
self to direct the foreign policy of tho 
two kingdoms. Tho Minister of For- 
eign Affairs is invariably a Swede, 
and he has hitherto appointed all the con- 
suls. As Norway is a commercial nation 
and us the Norwegians own a great deal 
moro shipping thun tho Swedes, the Nor- 
wegians, not unreasonably, think that they 
ought to have the uppoiutment of tho repre- 
sentatives of their country in foroign pcrts. 
Tho Norweigan Parliament, which is called 
tho Storthing, demanded a separate con- 
sular service for Norway. Tho King re- 
fused their demand. He held that the con- 
sular question is one common to the two 
countries, and consequently must bo con- 
sidered by tho Swedish Parliament. The 
S orthing was not satisfied with this unsver 
to their demand aud passed a separate con- 
sular service bill. The King refused to give 
hia assent to the measure. The Norweigun 
ministry then resigned. This pluoad the 
King in such a difficulty that he was 
obliged to aBk tho ministers to retain ofiice 
and to allow tho question in dispute to lie 
over for a year. This they did. But when 
the Storthing again met they passed tho 
Consular bill a second time, Tho King 
again refused to give the measure 
his sanction and again tho minis- 
try resigned. The Storthing then 
reaorted to the extreme measure ol stopping 
the supplies. It adjourned without mak- 
ing appropriations for the public service. 
This leaves the King in a very embarrassing 
position. After the first of July next he 
will have no money with which to carry on 
the Government of Norway. Ho cannot, 
like au English sovereign, appeal from Par- 
liament to tho people. He cannot dissolve 
the Storthing. It is elected for throeyears, 
and muat live out its term. Only oue year 
and a half of its term has expired. What 
King Oscar intends to do or what he can 
do, no one seen.s to know. It is surmised 
that the alliance between Sweden and Nor- 
way — for it cannot properly be called a 
union — will be dissolved, und that Norway 
will sot up as a republic. This appeara to 
be what the majority of tho people want, 
but tho question is, will the European 
powers recognize a Norwegian republic. 
Rusaia and liermany and Denmark muy 
expect to be heard in this matter. The 
peoplo are with the Storthing, but the Nor- 
wegians ure not strong numoritially, aud it 
is not improbable thut they inuy find it wise 
to succumb to outside pressure. The situa- 
tion is interesting, and the struggle between 
King Oscar and the Norwegian Parliament 
will be watched with interest by the whole 
civilized world. 



SINGULAR OR PLURAL-WHIOH ? 

An interesting controversy iB now going 
on in the neighboring Republic us to 
whether it is right to uac a singular or a 
plural verb and pronoun after the United 
States. Judgo Field, of tho United Statoa 
Supreme Court, who it scenia opened tho 
controversy, is of opinion that " United 
States " requires both verb and pronoun lo 
bo in the plural. Ho says : 

In the constitution, both before und since 
the civil war, the United States fiavi 
always been designated in tho plural ; thus 
article 3, section 3, declares that treason 
against the United St 11 ten shall consist only 
ia levying war against them, or in adhering 
to their enemies, giving their, aid und com- 
fort ; and article 13, adopted since the civil 
war, declares that neither sluvery nor in- 
voluntary servitude, except as punishment 
for erimn, whereof tho party shall have 
boen duly convicted, shall exist in 



t "na United States or anv placo subject to 
heir jurisdiction. 

The Chicago Tribune discusses the subject 
in a very lively way, and concludes its 
article with the following sentences : 

If Judge Field wero thinking of anything 
more than tho grammatlu d umo of the term 
— whether it required a plural or Bingular 
verb — if ho wero regarding the "States" us 
sovereign autonomies or en lilies und not 11s 
parts of a sovereign nation; if ho were hold- 
ing with Calhoun and Jeff Davis that this is 
only a league of independent StuteB — a mere 
confederation of sovereignties— then he is 
away off his buso and he is clinging to the 
Calhoun heresy, which was demonstrated to 
be erroneous by Webster and was kuocked 
to pieces on the battlefield by Union soldiers 
under Lincoln. It is composed of the stuff 
dreams ure made of, and after Appomattox 
it left not even a ruck behind. Tho United 
States is a nation, one and indivisible, now 
and forever. 

Auother American newspaper says : 

But, notwithstanding Jurlgo Field's dic- 
tum, tho people of the United States will 
insist on referring to tho Government as 
" it," and there is no justification for this 
in tho constitution, which, in 0110 plucc, 
specifies controversies to which the United 
States shall be a party The State rights 
bogie muy quibble about grammar as much 
as it likes, but custom makes law in lan- 
guage us well aa in everything else, and cus- 
tom has decided that this shall bo consid- 
ered as one big solid nation. 

It therefore seems that politically and 
patriotically as well as grammatically it is 
right to speuk und write of the United 
States as "it" or "she," in fact to con- 
sider it " a noun of multitude conveying 
singularity of idea."

An owner was during the day found for 
the bag > f potatoes, dropped by a Chinaman 
now in custody. They hud been taken from 
the residence of Mr. Wier, at the corner of 
Ameliu and Cormorant streets. They were 
missed about noon on Sunday, but what had 
become of them was not known until the 
report r f the Chinaman's guilty actions was 
publii ho 1. 



•'The Old Chief" Bead. 

Saanich graveyard last week received tho 
body of one who in his early manhood 
reigned supreme over a strong and numer- 
ous nation, and who during tho last days of 
his eveniful life commanded and received 
tho refp ct due to extreme old age, So 
long inueed had "the old Chief " been so 
referred to, that even his name had passed 
beyond the memory of all but thoso of his 
own family and such of tho tribo us called 
occasionally at his humble home to enquire 
for its occupant. The duties of the chief- 
tainship had long years ago been laid down 
by this veterun of eur'y days, to bo assumed 
by " the boy Quash-eah," himself now well 
along in the eighties, but bearing his age 
gallantly — a sturdy man of over 200 pounds 
weight und magnificent physique, inherited 
from his war and weather beaten father. 
Tho lattei's frame must have been cust in a 
gigantic mould, for even when age had left 
• him a toothless bundle of skin und bones, 
" the old Chief" seemed to dwarf all those 
about him. His last days wore but u repe- 
tition of each other, the fire of life simply 
growing fainter und fuintor until the spark 
became extinct. It was long before the 
white man first caino to settle on tho shores 
of Vuucouver Island that " tho old chief " 
was born, hereditary ruler of tho Saanich 
tribe, lli.-, subjects ho led to wur ; among 
them he lived with his wives und slaves, 
reverenced and beloved, a wise ruler and a 
generous prince. As u man ho formed the 
acquaintance of the Hudson's Hay Co., and 
later of Governor Douglas. Then more 
white men came and tho old chief retired to 
his quiet home near the waters of Saanich 
Arm, whore, after many tranquil yours, he 
died. Ho certainly was tho oldest inhabi- 
tant of Vuncouver Island, probably of 



British Columbia, and not impossibly of the 
Pacific coast, for 128 years is the lowest 
estimate of his uge. One hundred and 
thirty-four is given by tho members of his 
tribe.

Saani :h will enter a crew of klootchmen for 
their special race, Duncan Station aed the 
Cle-clem-cu-lehts are doing likewise. The 
loggers race also promises to " fill " well. 
On the evening of the 23rd it is proposed to 
hold a grand dance at the City Mu ket 
building, for which Chief James is now 
making preparations. Forty bruves and a 
large number of young women aro to par 
ticipate, and the entertainment will include 
both war and peuce dunces illustrative of 
the manners and custon.s of the British 
Columbia Indians of half a century ago 
Another feature will be a tug of-wur after 
tho Indian fashion, no rope being used Lnt 
instead a number of short, stout sticks. 
More dancing will complete the programme, 
while it is altogether probable that the 
Kupcr Island Indian baud will furnish the 
music. 



"Gentleman JarU," 

James J. Corbett will be seen at Vic'oria 
theatre next Thursday evening in his widely 
commented on play, "Gentleman Jack." 
This pluy was especiully written for the 
champion and it introduces in its several 
scenes incidents that are claimed to have 
happened in Corbett's life.

Loan By-Laws Adopted and Vot- 
ing- Day Fixed. 

Tho weekly regular meeting of tho City 
Council wus held last evening, tho by-law 
changing tho regular night from Wednesduy 
to Monday having (gone into t fleet. There 
were present Mayor Bcuven, presiding, und 
Aldermen Belyeu, Styles, Brugg, Hender- 
son, MoTavish und Munn. 

The City Clerk read a letter from Mr. C. 
H. Drury, of tho Toronto Globe, asking per- 
mission to lay a business proposition before 
the Council. At tho Mayor's suggestion 
the Council adjourned for a few minutes, 
and Mr. Drury explained. Tho Globo will 
publish any dosciiptivo matter desired rela- 
tive to Victoria City, provided the city pio- 
vides the engravings to illustrato the same. 
He said the D iminion.Government and tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company would 
ussist in circulating u large number of cjpies 
of the paper. 

The Council having resumed, 

Ald. McTaVISH moved thut tho matter 
be nferred to the Finance committee, to 
confer with Mr. Drury and report to the 
Council. 

1 ho clerk next read an invitation from 
the ladies' committee of the Vancouver i'.- 
M.C.A to the mayor and aldermen to take 
seats upon i ho platform ut the opening of 
the new building on Thursday, May 1 8; 
a'so through the muyor to tho citizens of 
Victoria to be present to ussist in the re- 
ception of the Lieut -Governor. 

H. L. Salmon wrote suggesting that in 
view of tho near approach of tho warm 
season the city should lay in a supply of 
disinfectants; and udding that in many 
places in England tho custom was to supply 
disinfectants freo to persons desiring to use 
i hem. 

John N. Muir wioto reminding the Coun- 
cil that though ho had tent two or three 
letters, no retaining wall had been built 
opposite his property on Victoria Crescent, 
and that until tho wall were built tho fence 
ould not bo replaced. He had in conse- 
quence not been uble to lot the house und 
would hold tho corporation responsible. 
The letter was placed on file, the only opin- 
ion expressed being thut tho corporation 
work there hud improved rather than in- 
jured tho property in question. 

E A. Wilmot, City Engineer, notified tho 
Council that a number of persons had failed 
to make sewerage connections, after having 
having been notified to do so, as required 
by law. Ho asked instructions. 

A l.D Bklyka said that tho law gave the 
engineer full authority to have it enforced, 
and it ouly romained for him to do his duty. 
The law said the engineer could have the 
work done, and tho expense could be re- 
covered from the property owuer. 

Tho communication wus referred to the 
Sewerago committee, for inquiry and report. 

Sanitary Inspector Robert Chipchuse Bub 
mittod tho first of the weekly reports re- 
quired by the lie 1 1 1 h by-law. Fie reported 
having visited every house in the district 
bounded by Rae, Blanchard, Vates and Van- 
couver streets, to see that the yurds were 
cleaned up ; that he had gone through 
Chinatown und ordered a general clean up; 
and also that he had condemned u large 
quantity of canned goods offered for sale in 
the public market, and ordered their de- 
struction. "* 

The Bound committee recommended thut 
tho pound keeper be given assistance for a 
month or two for the purpose of catching 
unlicensed dogs. 

Ald Bklvea said the police were not 
overworked at present, and they should be 
quite capable of gathering in unlicensed 
dogs A 

Al.n. Stvi.es objected that it wus beneath 
the dignity of the police to be turned into 
dog-catcher-, and ihat it was in accordance 
with time- honored custom to appoint an 
assistant poundkeeper for the dog days. 

I tin MaVOR read from the statute to 
show thut it wus quite within the scope of 
tho duties of the police to take up un- 
licensed dogs 

Ald Henderson thought that if they 
were to be left for the police to catch, the 
dogs would have a snap. 

The committee's report was adopted after 
some further discussion. 

Ald Bklyka said as there seemed to bo 
somed flieul y about the work now going on 
on the road between Ode Bay avenue and 
the hotel at Oik Bay, be would like to know 
by whose authority ihe road hud been 
opened for pipe laying. The deputy com- 
missioner of roads hud complained that this 
had been done without authority. 

The Mayor said that under tho Btatute 
the water commissioner had authority to 
extend the pipe laying through roads beyond 
t he limits, and he supposed it was under 
this authority that the work was going on. 

The local improvement by-law for a side- 
walk on Oak B.y Avenue, the $10,000 park 
loan by-law, and tho 885,000 educational 
by-law, wero pissed. Thursday, June 1, 
wus fixed as the day for voting on the loan 
by. law s. 

Tho Montrose Avenue local improvement 
by-law was considered in committee, somo 
progress being made. 

The Council adjourned at 10:25.

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THE GEAItY ACT. 



Its Constitutionality Affirmed by the 
Supremo Court of the 
United States. 



Mr. Justice Brewer Strongly Dissents 
From the Judgment of the 
Majority. 

WASHINGTON, May lo. — The Supreme 
court of the United States to-day affirmed 
the constitutionality of the Geary exclusion 
and registration act. The decision was an- 
nounced by Justice Gray, Justice Brewer 
dissenting. The announcement that a de- 
cision in the case wus expected drew a large 
attendanco of spectators, and tho fact that 
it wbe tho lust day of tho term accounted 
for tho presence of un unusually largo array 
of attorneys within tho bar, including At- 
torney-General Olney, Solicitor-General 
Aldrich, Messrs. Dolph and Cockered. 
Chief Justice Strong and several members 
of tho diplomatic corps were among the 
spectators. 

Judge Gray, in announcing tho judg- 
ment, said that tho power of this nation to 
restrict or prohibit the immigration of any 
alienB into the country, or to require socli 
aliens already in the country to remove 
therefrom, was a well-settled principle of 
international law and wus continued by an 
unbroken line of decisions in this court. 
The legislative power of tho Government 
had not transcended tiny of its constitu- 
tional limitations in the act under considera- 
tion. It was within its power to determine 
tho regulations under which aliens should 
be permitted to remain in tho United 
States, or failing to observe theso regula- 
tions they should be required to leave tho 
country. Tho provisions of section U of the 
act, which are the parts of the Uw particu- 
larly at iasue, were not inconsistent with 
the relations of the legislative and judicial 
departments to the Government. The mode 
of procedure set forth in the section is simi- 
lar to that in well established proceedings, 
such as the habeas corpus and naturalization, 
fixing tho reqiremenis of citizenship and tho 
like, where the judicial branch of tho Gov- 
ernment accepted the determination of tho 
executive upon the question iuvolved. 

As to the requirements that the Chinese 
entitled to remain in this country should 
establish that right by the evidence of cred- 
ible white witness, Judge Gray said that 
it wus within the power of the Legislature 
to determine the character of the evidence 
that. might be received in cases at law, and 
what forco should be given to the testimony 
so offered. Not discussing the wisdom or 
the justice of tho act in question, which wus 
beyond tho province of the judicial branch 
of the Government, it remained only to Bay 
that the judgment of the circuit court for 
the southern district of INew York, in re- 
fusing to grant a writ of habeas corpus to 
the several petitioners, was affirmed. 

Mr. JiiBtice Gray stated that it had been 
impossible in the brief time lapsing since 
the hearing of tho argument upon tho peti- 
tions to prepare in writing the opiuionB of 
the court. It would be finished us soon us 
it was possible. 

At tho conclusion of Justice Gray's state- 
ment Justice Brewer unnounced that he 
felt compelled to dissent from tho view of 
majority of the court. He read his views 
at some length, declaring in substance that 
tho uct of 1892 wus unconstitutional, that if 
it were upheld there was no guarantee that 
similar treatment might not be visited upon 
other classes of our population than the 
Chinese. Justice I'leld, who delivered the 
opinion of tho Supreme court of tho United 
States in the first case under the Exclusion 
act, also read a dissenting opinion. Ho 
held that there was a wide difference be- 
tween tho exclusion of immigrants and the 
deportation of alien residents, and he char- 
acterized the act in the strongest language 
as inhuman and brutal, and as violative of 
the constitution in overy section. He re^ 
grotted to say that the decision of tho court 
was to his mind fraught with graveat dan- 
gers to tho priceless constitutional liberties 
of the people. Chief Justice Fuller also 
dissented from the opinion of the courts. 



BRITISH PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

To tub Editor: — I notice by a memor 
andum mude by frof. Dawson that there 
are in tho lower part of the Nechaco valley 
about 1,000 square miles of fine agricultural 
land. Mr. Dawson gives approximate 
figures for other farming districts in the 
same part of the Province, and suggests 
othor arable areas near by, from all of which 
1 deduce that there is in and around the 
valley of the Nechaco und its tributaties 
fully 2,000 square miles of land fit for til- 
lage. I do not think that this will ever be 
a wheat grow ing region, although possibly 
grain might be grown in any part of it 
in some seasons und in some particularly 
favored localities in all seasons. At the 
same time it is worth mentioning thut wheat 
raising is by no means tho most profitable 
kind of agriculture. There is no doubt 
that the whole locality embraced in this 
approximate area of 2,000 square mites is 
adapted to tho successful cultivation ol 
barley, rye, oats, and the vegetables usually 
grown in temperate climates. It, is especially 
adapted for dairy farming und this is the 
most profitable department of agriculture. 
In the area referred to, I'rof. Dawson does 
not include any of the grazing land proper, 
which would have to be taken into account 
in estimating the capability of this part of 
our Province to support population. 

Reducing the 2 000 square miles to acres 
wo have an urea of 1,280,000 acres. The cen- 
sus of Canada gives about five acres of culti- 
vated land to every ono of tho population. 
At this rate the urea referred to is equal to 
the neods of 2-10,000. Of course calculations 
liko this aru only approximations, but 
tboy furnish some means of measuring what 
may be expected of a loculity which, prac- 
tically speaking, is now entirely without 
inhabitants. 

I see by Dr. Dawson's report that winter 
does not begin in the section referred to un- 
til December, although there is cold weather 
in November, and that in March tho ther- 
mometer rarely fulls below freezing in tho 
day time, and the snow, which is never 
very heavy, begins to disappear. This is a 
very much more favorable winter than pre- 
vails in tho State of Maine und the Province 
of Now Brunswick. Comparing tho 
locality referred to with New Brunswick, 
I find that its climate is on the whole 
morn favorable, for the reason that 
the winter is much shorter, that 
there 18 considerably more t illable land there, 
than wus under tillage in Now Brunswick in 
1891. and that there is absolutely no com- 
parison between the area in the two places 
available without improvement for pastur- 
age Tho population of New Brunswick is 
something over 325,000. Tho other great 
resource of that province, besides agricul- 
ture is lumbering, tho shipments of which 
amount to about $5,000,000 a year, which I 
think will be more than equalled by the 
UoU\ output of the region directly connected 
with tho Nechaco country. I havo seen it 



stated that Now Brunswick produces fivo- 
sixths in value of all the agricultural pro- 
duce required for tho Biipport of its popula- 
tion. These comparisons, while not exuet, 
are sufficient to convey a correct idea, 
approximately, of what wo may expect 
when the Nechaco country is opened for 
settlement by a railway. If my conclusions 
are not correct those who have the facts 
Irom which I draw them, can test 
thi se for themselves and draw such othor 
conclusions us they think logically follow 
from them. 

It seems to mo that the possibility of de- 
veloping so valuable a region upon the west 
sido of the railway and the known capabil- 
ity of the Cariboo region of the east side, 
ought to inspiro tho Government of the 
Province to lend its powerful aid to any 
company exhibiting a bona fide intention to 
build tho ruilway which will intersect it, 
and sufficient financial strength to carry tho 
project through. Unless Professor Daw- 
Bon's estimates are greatly exaggerated, tho 
Government ought to derive from the sules 
of land in this section alone more money 
than it will over bo called upon to pay upon 
any guarantee that it could be reusouubly 
asked to give. 

I understand it to be tho intention of tho 
British Pacific company to extend its road 
out into the Peace River country and draw 
the trade to be developed in that part of 
our Province to the coast, instead of per- 
mitting it to find its way to the townsalong 
the CP. R, east of tho mountains. I shall 
not attempt in this letter, for it would 
make it too long, to speak at any detail of 
the agricultural capability of the Pence 
River region. It has been spoken of timo 
ind time again, and the best pcSBible evi- 
leneo of ita value is obtainable by all who 
cure to investigate. I may mention here 
that the Uuited States consul at Winni- 
peg, speaking of this region, says 
that it is identical in climate and 
products with the country around 
it. Paul, the difference of latitude being 
ompensuted by tho difiereuce in altitude, 
it is an important fact bearing upon the 
value of all the country East of the moun- 
tains, that there is a gradual descent from 
tho international boundary towards tho 
North. In consequenco of this, and also of 
tho atmospheric currents which follow the 
valley of the great Mackenzie to the Arctic 
Ocean, the time for the breaking up of the 
ice in the rivers und for the blooming of the 
first flowers upon the pi airies is the same 
over an area measured by more than thir- 
teen degrees of latitude. 

In the report of Senator Shultz's com- 
mittee in regard to tho Northwest Terri- 
tories, stress is laid upon the various re- 
sources of a large area, concerning which I 
shall say nothing, but which, if the pro- 
posed railway is completed, would be dir- 
ectly tributary to it, and would find its out- 
let upon this coast. 

I Bhall not uttempt just now to deal with 
tho proposed railway as a transcontinental 
line. Possibly, at a future duy, I may 
write upon that point if no one else doea. 
My sole object hus been to bring out what 
seems to me a fair idea of the country which 
the British Pacific will developo. The pro- 
ject is an immense one. It must in tho end 
bo very profitable to its owners. The Pro- 
vince has been asked or will be asked to aid 
it with a guarantee. In order that the peo- 
ple may understand what thut implies, 1 
havo thought it well to give briefly the prin- 
cipulfucts bearing upon the road as a factor in 
tho development of the Province. I have 
not discussed it from a local point of view. 
I have no interest in the project except as 
overy other citizen is interested in it. I do 
not deny that I hopo to profit by the con- 
struction of the road, but if I profit so will 
every other man who haa any material in- 
terest in our Province. 

In concluding these letters, which I thank 
you for publishing, let me say that if I show 
more concern in this matter than some peo- 
ple, it is becuuse I am getting to that stuge 
in life when 1 want to see the development 
of the Province come quickly so that I muy 
stand some chance to get a share of it.

If is a 
hideous excrescence on the body dramatic, 
not because of tin' poor judgment displayed 
in the selection of most of its plays, nor 
because of the fact that it is not managed 
by a theatrical man, but because it has 
used the "elevation, of the drama" as a 
stepping stone to exploiting several plays 
which no ono cared to see, and one of which 
at least brought repeated roars of laughter, 
although it was intended by the author to 
be positively grewsome in its seriousness. 
Such things firing the stage into contempt. 
They "elevate" it downward. 
I Let us see how the Theater of Arts and 
Letters has lived opto its promises, liroad- 
ly stated, at. the outset of its career it cited 
as an excuse for its existence tho well 
known fact that scores of meritorious plays 
are annually passed around from one pro- 
fessional manager to another only to be de- 
clined. In other words, theatrical specula- 
tors, as a rule, do not care in this country 
to try new material. They prefer to ex- 
ploit " foreign successes," which, by the way, 
generally prove failures, rather than trust 
themselves to select an apparently valuable 
play by a new or unknown author. This 
looks like good, mile business method to 
tho layman, hut it isn't. 
I Tho foreign plays generally don't seem to 
exactly suit American audiences. Never- 
theless this timidity of tho managers made 
it practically impossible, for any resident of i-hem.

SAMPLING WORKS FOR KASLO. 



"he Doston iloutaiia Mining; and 
Smelting; Co 's Advantageous 
Proposal Accepted. 



Work to Proceed at Once and the 
Result Soon to Be Felt in 
Growth of Business. 

Among tho important moves on foot in 
Kaslo just now ia tho well-aBsured prospect 
of the establishment in the near future of a 
sampling works within tho town limits. 
For some time negotiations have been pend- 
ing between those interested in the townsito 
and Mr. Clyms, of tho Boston-Montana 
Mining & Smelting company, of Butte, 
Montana, Mr. Clyms was in tho Slocan 
section last fall, and, after carefully looking 
tho country over, became convinced that 
Kaslo would become the most advuntugeous 
point at which to locate smelling works. 

The result was that the Kaslo public 
offered a good site for the plant in return 
for a guarantee that the work would 
be completed as Boon as possible. 
These terms havo been accepted and 
a representative of the Boston-Mon- 
tana company is cow on his way to 
Kaslo to commence operations at once. The 
Smelter company havo made a deposit in 
bank to assure complianco with tho terms, 
which are that u plant of 1 00 tonB daily 
capacity shall be begun by July 1 and com- 
pleted within four months. The site grant- 
ed is on the north Bhoro of Kaslo Bay, and 
is so Bituateil that ore can be placed by the 
railroad in tho upper portion of the works 
and handled entirely by gravity, thus 
reducing materially the expense of sampling. 
The plant will l>s equipped with the most 
improved muchineiy, and satisfactory re- 
sults cun be assured. 

The advantages which will accrue to this 
Slocan region by reason of theBe works are 
many, Small cluims which would otherwise 
1c compelled to remain Idle lor want of suf- 
ficient capital to handle their products and 
ca.-ry on developments, will now be able to 
send in small lotB of ores upon which they 
can secure un advance of 7o per coat, of 
their estimated value aa so'in as sampled.

It is my judgment, after days and days 
spent in inquiries and comparisons of notes, 
that no man or woman need fear being 
robbed or that any great difficulty will bo 
found in securing comfortable quarters in 
Chicago this year. Ai to cost, you may 
make that what you liko. Thero aro to be 
accommodations of all grades and aorts, and 
it is for tho visitor himself to choose what 
ho will pay. Of coureo there is u certain 
limit to tho expense — I mean a minimum 
limit, for tho upward notch I have not 
thought it worth whilo to look for. 1 
assume that if ono wishes to spend $100 a 
day for himself and wife ho will have no 
difficulty in doing so. 

Ou the othor hand it will bo eitBy to get 
along with a moderate expenditure. No 
ono will expect to live aa cheaply in Chicago 
in a year like this as ho could in his own 
country town *r in ono of the small cities. 
In tho average towns and lesser cities board 
of a fair sort may be had at from ?7 to S15 
por week, rooms included. Tho hotels 
chargo from §2 to S3 per day. But these 
are not tho rates that are to govern in 
Chicago this year. It would bo unreason- 
able to expect them. 

Only those who are willing to spend con- 
siderable money will bo able to live in the 
first-class, old established hotels of the city. 
From ?4 to §7 por day are the regular rates 
of theso houses, and these prices do not in- 
clude anything special in the way of parlors 
or bath rooms. Tho hotel-keepers have 
announced that they will not raise their 
rates for tho fair period, but this announce- 
ment is deceptivo. Thoy have already 
raised their rates from 75 to 100 per cent 
For instance, last week I was in a nice room 
at ono of tho principal hotels. It wus 
roomy, elegantly furnished, steam heut and 
olectric light, and had a gem of a bath room 
with niarblo walls and porcelain tub. 
At S-3-oO per day it was reasonable. 
By adding about $3 por day to 
this outlay for meals and minor 
expenses I found I could livo very comfort 
ably right in the heart of Chicago. I liked 
it so well that I decided to remain for sev 
eral months. Bu' when I went to tho oilice 
to engage tho room I he olei k said : "Clad to 
have you stay with in, but after May 1 that 
room will be $7 per day. May 1 we double 
the prico of every room in the house. 
Rooms that are §2 will be §4, und parlors 
that are §5 will bo §10. But you have the 
privilege of taking in a room mate, and that 
will leave tho cost to you jiiBt what it is at 
the present time." 

I find that this ia the method which all 
tho landlorda are following. Nominally 
tli - v do not ruise rates, but they double and 
in many cases treble the number of persons 
in a room. If ono insists upon huving a 
mom to himself be must pay for two or 
three people. This holds good throughout 
the city, in the hotels and in the World's 
Fair district as well. Inasmuch as the 
great majority of visitors to tho exposition 
will come iu families or parties, this rule 
'!oea not work great hardships. By going 
two or four in a room, uccording to size and 
accommodations, tho rates may bo kept 
down to a reasonable figure, 

Probably no other city in tho world has 
to day one-half the hotel accommodations 
that may be found right here in Chicago. I 
never saw anything like it. Tho exposition 
is u monster, and Chicago itself is a show 
worth travelling many miloa to see, hut its 
hotel structures, both in number and size, 
aro simply tremendous and overwhelming. 
Alwaya u city noted for its hotels, tho num- 
ber has been more than trebled and the 
capacity quadrupled within twelve months. 
In tho city proper perhaps a score of hotels, 
with an average capacity of 500 or 600 per- 
sons, havo been opened recently. But it in 
tho vicinity of tho fair that the most won- 
derful growth has taken place. In a terri- 
tory comprising about threo square miles 
near the gates of tho exposition there iu a 
city of hotels that scorns to havo sprung up 
in a night. 

Taking thoso hotels which aro actually in 
existence, and omitting from tho count 
thoso which stand on paper or in advertise- 
ments und dreams of their projectors, thero 
are in tho World's Fuir district no fewer 
than 140 hotels of seventy-five or more 
rooms each, besides a number of smaller 
concerns. Ono hundred of theso hntiseB are 
of brick or stone and tho remainder frame 
structures. Tho total number of guest 
rooms in them is 34,256, or an average of 
about 250 to the hotel. Into euch of theso 
rooms tho proprietors expect to put from 
two to four guests. Three, probably, will 
be taken as a fair average, and this would 
give a capacity of a little more than 200,- 
000 persons. Most of theso houses are

handsomely fitted and furnished. They 
have the modern improvements, olectricity, 
good drainage, hot and cold water, bath 
roomB, everything that one could desiro. 
Four out of five of them are more elegants 
und comfortable than the average first class 
hotel of twenty years ago. The modern 
science of building — both for rapidity of 
construction and convenience afforded — haB 
been applied to its fullest extent in the 
majority o£ tho hotels. The use of steel 
and iron beams, girders and posts, galvan- 
ized iron, hollow lath, tile, metallic roofa, 
and all the other many improvements of tho 
last ten years, one may almost Bay of tho 
last five years, haa made theso houses not 
only handsome but safe.
